“Alp ‘Travel Is Safe", 
‘ St @lince a tthe title of 
pamphlet, distributed by the Can- 
adian Airways Ltd., arouses a feel- 
ing of doubt in the mind of the 
average reader. 

Air’ travel safe? Werecall var- 
jous fatal air crashes, and perhaps 
look back only to yesterday's news- 
paper to fread of the latest air tra- 
gedy and wonder if they will ever 
make the airplane a really safe 
vehicle of transportation. 

Through custom we have accepted 
the automobile as a modern, safe 
means of transportation. Yet the 
automobile takes an annual toll of 
life running into the scores of 
thousands. 

Close inspection of the facts re- 
veals that commercial air transpor- 
tation is probably as safe as other 
forms of transportation, and air 
accidents, aside from those concern- 
ing stunt fliers, trans-oceanic fliers 
and speed racers, are not common, 

The pamphlet issued by the air 
transportation company gives some 
imposing figures in this connection. 


Travel is a matter of custom. Man 
is bound by habit, custom, and tra- 
dition. New methods are slow to 


receive general approval of the 
masses, and in thig respect air travel 
is no exception. 
Accidents happen, but 
viduals have a feeling that 
misfortune will never 
path. And so air travel goes on in 
spite of occasional tragedies.

bulbs for spring blooming and har- 
vesting. Then again there are al- 
ternative or voluntary jobs which 
can be carried out in the fall, or if 
preferred left until spring. In the 
latter category comes tree planting 
and the setting out of roses and 
other shrubs, Early fall is just as 
good a time as spring in which to 
sow grass seed and move most of 
the perennial flowers, and has the 
added advantage of giving these 
things a much earlier start than 
would be the case where moving or 
sowing was put off until six or seven 
months hence. 
Winter Preparations 

Even in the far north it is a bit 
too early to begin active prepara- 
tions for winter but it is not too 
soon anywhere to keep the approach- 


ing season in mind when working 
in the garden. Cultivation and 
watering, which are growth stimu- 
lants, should be used sparingly as 
late growth on such things as trees, 
shrubs, climbers, and any other 
woody plants which are perennials, 
will be too tender to survive ordin- 
ary winter conditions. It is a good 
thing to harden such plants a month 


or so before the hard frosts set in. 


With roses, flowering shrubs,  cur- 
rants, raspberries, climbers, and 
other ornamental and useful plants, 


it is advisable to stop nearby culti- 
vation before fall and sometimes to 
use up surplus cultivation by having 
annual plants set near by. 
Spring Flowering Bulbs 

September is the ideal month to 
plant tulips, hyacinths, daffodils, 
and other bulbs which will fill the 
garden with vivid and generous 
bloom fro mthe time the last snows 
depart until well into June. It is 
true that in the warmer districts of 
Canada, these spring flowering bulbs 
can be set outside almost up to De- 
cember, and in such districts actual 
planting is best delayed until late 
September and October, but in any 
case purchases should be made early 
in the season while the seed stores 
have the finest and most ample col- 
lection. ‘Naturally as this phase of 
gardening becomes more. popular 
there ig a greater run on the newest 
and best varieties and early comers 
here, as in most other things, are the 
least apt to be disappointed. Too 
much emphasis cannot be laid on 
quality. There is a vast difference 
biflbs just as there is sometimes 
quite a difference in price. For the 
big, full sized blooms, only No. 1 
bulbs should be considered. Such are 
from all mildew and 
other defects, and run at least twice 
the size of the cheapest stock. The 
tulip, daffodil, and hyacinth, come 
along so early in the spring that the 
flower must depend almost entirely 
on the food stored up in the fall 
planted bulb, hence the size of that 
flower is absolutely determined by 
the size and quality of the bulb. 
Practically any color can be ob- 
tained in these bulbs and by the use 
of the early tulips and the later 
Darwins and Breeders, for instance, 
the geason of bloom may be extend- 
ed up to the time the first of thé

Pus accumulates, the tissues 
around the teeth ‘break down, and 
the teeth become loose. 

The normal gums are pink and 80 
are the little points of tissue  be- 
tween the teeth. One of the earliest 
signs of diseases is when the color 
of these points of tissue changes. 
Later, the gums become swollen and 
spongy, bleeding readily. In well 
developed cases, the gums are re- 
tracted, with the result that the 
teeth appear unduly long; the gums 
are red and bleed easily, and around 
their margin there is a yellowish 
pus. The breath is unpleasant, there 
is a bad taste in the mouth, and di- 
gestion is frequently upset. In ad- 
dition, there may be other general 
body disorders due to the absorption 
of pus. 

The beginnings of pyorrhoea may 
be traced back, in many cases, to 
irritation of the gums. This may 
result from the accumulation of 


tartar, poor fillings or ill-fitting 
crowns or bridges, or the use of 
toothpicks. If the teeth do not 


meet properly in biting, or if the 
teeth have been lost and not been 
replaced, there may be irritation to 
the gums because of unequal distri-
